COLLECTED $12,195 
FROM BAR OWNERS 


This Was in Return for Per- 
mission to Sell ‘‘Good” 
Beer—Detective Captain 
Ousted From Force.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 20.— 
Matthew Patterson, member of the 
Legislature and Republican ward 
leader, and Charles W. Schoenleb- 
er, former Captain of Police, were 
today convicted of bribery, ‘extor- 
tion and conspiracy in connection 
with the collection of protection 
money from saloonkeepers. 

The commonwealth charged that 
30 saloonkeepers were assessed $55 
each every two weeks for protec- 
tion against prosecution for sell- 
ing “good” beer. It was charged 
that William Peters, a saloonkeep- 
er, collected the money from the 
other saloonmen and turned it over 
to J. L. Ehrenreich, an attorney, 
v‘ho gave to Schoenleber $7440 of 
the total $12,195 so collected, re- 
tained $300 a month for his serv- 


| ices and deposited the remainder in 


a bank for the benefit of Patterson. 
Admitted Handling Moncey. 

Peters and Ehrenreich, on the 
witness stand admitted their part 
in handling the money, but the at- 
torney said he did not know for 
what purpose the money was col- 
lected. He testified that he was 
given to understand by Patterson 
that.it was for campaign purposes 
and he did not learn the real ob- 
ject of the collection until the 
grand jury investigation of boot- 
legging: and police corruption was 
begun. 

Patterson, in his own defenes, 
made specific denial of the charges. 
Schoenleber did not take the stand. 

The commonwealth closed its 
case after John P. McDaniel, a 
teller, called as a surprise 
witness, had told how Schoenleber 
deposited more than $8000 in the 
bank last summer within two 
months. The prosecution deposited 
bundles of currency in front of the 
Court as evidence of the extortion 
and bribery.

‘A Too Fast Backswing. 


| an think I ever before ap- 


preciated the full extent of 

damage a fast backswing could 
accomplish. The worst of it is 
that the result is just as likely to 
be a hook asa slice and to suard 
against either is impossible. You 
simply find suddenly that ‘t is 
impossible to keep within the 
limits of the fairway, and the 
explanation is apt to remain hid- 
den until someone else notices it. 
t is very difficult for the player 
himseif to realize that he - is 
swinging too fast. 

The cause, I suppose, is anx- 
lety concerning the result of the 
stroke. Harold Hilton used to 
Say of this player or that that 
“he did not appear happy play- 
ing this shot and seemed to 
Want to have it over.” That 
very nearly described my feel- 
ing on each tee at Brae Burn. I 
actually began to dread the act 
of driving because I had no idea 
what would happen to the ball 
after I had hit it. 

To gorrect this habit of quick 
hitting is a very difficult mat- 
ter. I have tried to do it by con- 
sciously relaxing my grip and 
trying to employ a free, lazy 
swing. I have found that in that 
way I can effect a considerable 
improvement in timing, although 
I encounter other difficulties, 
The loose grip at the start very 
often remains loose too long. If 
that does happen the club may 
meet the ball at almost any 
angle, most likely not the right 
one. 


Try Longer Backswing. 
HE safest thing to iry. I 
think, is a long backswing. 
A long backswing necessarily 
requires more time than a short- 
er one, and. if the player is 
thinking about going back far 
enough he is not apt to hit be- 
fore he gets set. Hitting too soon 
—before the body is in position 
to hit—is the chief fault of the 
fast swinger. This tendency 
causes a marked curtailment of 
the swing; a short, quick stroke , 
quite apparently out of control.
